

1. Messrs, c 1., t X, c. -3, and X- ^formed 

themselves into a working party to consider the recommendations 
submitted by / ^ regarding the future of the BBJ. In 

essence c 1 s recommendations were to the effect that 

the BDJ should be withdrawn from the area of day-to-day political 
controversy in Germany. After this discussion the working party 
felt that the complete implementation of this recommendation 
would deprive OPC of a valuable tactical asset, which OPC must 

be in a position to utilize during the coming months. 

2. The working party recommends, therefore, that the 
OPC Station in Germany be instructed to take the following 
line: 

a. Dr. Sch uma cher should be approached, and it should 
be stated that there exists the mutual interest of fighting 
communism in Germany and especially in the East Zone of

b. Should the question of the BDJ be raised during this 
discussion the OPC representative could make the point 

that the matter could be investigated if Dr. Schumacher 
would be interested in it. 

c. During another meeting with Dr. Schumacher it 
could be stated that the investigation of the BBJ has 
shown that it was organized primarily to: 

(1) Combat communism; 

(2) That a secondary but still extremely important 
mission is to further the concept of a united Germany 
in a unified Europe; 

(3) That it was not organized to attack the SPD 
or meddle in German affairs. 

3. In general it is believed that: 

a. The BDJ should be utilized as a tactical instrument 
by the OPC field station in Germany, and it should continue 
to adopt a defensive line in any future controversies which 
may arise with any political parties. 

b. It should not affiliate itself witii any political 
organization.

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The BDJ (KMPRUDE) is important to QTC from two standpoint*! 






a. To combat Conmanism and its instrumentalities throughout all 
of Germany. Ita effectiveness la this regard at the present time ie 
not high bat on a long-rango basis* KMFEUDE, we hope, will develop 



Into quite an effective anti-CcoBunist organisation particularly la the ■- 
Bast Zone. 



b. To mold or influence public opinion la Meet Germany along tbe 
lines of U. S. foreign policy. Sn this connection* KMPRUDE has been 



utilized on occasion to counter eertaln policies and attitudes of tbe 
SPD which are contrary to U. S Interests. KMPRUDE is quite effective in 
this type of operation in Vest Germany* constituting* In fast* about the 
only efficient organisation at OPC's eonoand to organize ostensibly 
spontaneous mass meetings* to prepare and distribute posters on short 
notiod and otherwise to bo brought Into prompt action as the occasion 
required.

opposition, or to reorganize the movement into a non-controversial organisation 
whose activities will be directed primarily to combatting Cossnunism.

For the purposes of this paper we have assumed that the SPD’s 




objections to KMPRUDE are based on the party 1 s desire to avoid U. S 






meddling la Internal West German affaire. The party has not expressed its 
objections openly in such terms# bat has objected to lie BDJ as an American 
creation vhloh le non-demoeratic and whose principal loaders are definitely 
right of center If not neo-fascist, 

US have further assumed that reorganisation or other action taken by the 
BDJ itself will fall to satisfy the objections of the SPD. For this reason we 
have concluded that# if the atmosphere is to be cleared# high level discussions 
between an OFC representative and the SPD leadership are necessary* Alternatives 
to this position i*e, the complete removal of the crania etion from controversial 
fields of activity or its continuation in its present form without contacting 
SPD leadership have been ruled out for reasons of exped iency. 
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short-range in nature# for (JPG’s operations in Western Germany, OPC has 
employed the organisation in farthering U. S. objeotives during the East 
German elect lone# in counteracting opposition to the rearmament question, and 
other special one-time operations. Since the SPD generally was not in accord 
with the U. S. objeotives for which the IMFRUDE group hud been employed# it 
began to apply ocnsiderable agitation not only through the Falser Ministry end 
the Bundestag Oeraniites on All German Affairs# but also through HIGGO against 



the BDJ. It is conceivable that these pressures could culminate in the SH3 
taking notion on tbs teenier level to have the BDJ declared an Illegal organization. 
Such action would be an extreme step on the part of the SPD# but cannot be dls- 



Beoognising at this time that it is not an objective of U. S. policy to 



undermine the SPD# it megr be desirable to remove the BDJ from the controversial 

field of its activities. On the other hand# it is important to have available a 

covert mechanism through which pressures and barba eould be leveled against the 
Socialist party whenever needed. 



The BW*s controversial activities could be removed by re bu i ld ing the 
organisation into a group coftoerned solely with fighting Qmmmlm In 
Eastern Germany end taking only such anti-CoBaaa&st steps in Western 
Germany which would have at least the tacit ap p r ov al of the SFD and would be of 
such watered-down nature as to suit other political parties as well. This 
new concept of the BPJ would provide OTG with a long-range, strategie 
instrument, of use solely in oonbatting Communism but of no use in shaping 
the West German political climate in favor of U. S. objectives. It would also 
deny QPC the tactical propaganda weapon which could be employed at short 
notice* as it has been in the past* against a variety of targets. During 
the discussions in Washington on 7 March 1951* Masers, c ^ » c -d?* 

C 2$ and c J agreed that to strip the BDJ of ito present bitting 
pens? would bo equal to acmplete surrender to SPD preaeuros. Gn the other 
hand It was felt that to ignore the SPD objections would be unwise. 
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It is believed that the main controversial issues confronting ins rew «*. 

SPD and OPG*s operations in Eastern Germany* i.e, the rearmament question 
and the Schunaa plan* any come to a climax within the next six months. 

Also the relations between the Mist German Government end the allied powers 
may have changed to such an extent as to make negotiations between OPG and 
the G o ve rnm ent desirable . It is therefore Important to play for time during 
that period by neither giving in to the SPD dem a nds nor rejecting them In toto. 
It ia further felt that this time gap could be bridged by entering into 
negotiations with the SPD— to be drawn out as long as possible— c® the
